The third, under the Prince of Hesse, defends the line 

f the Lower Po, and is encamped between Rovigo and 
Legnano, with Padua tor its head-quarters. The fourth, 

mmanded by the Archduke Albert, is entrusted with 
thedefence of Venice and the jine between the point of the 
Macstra and the mouth of the Tagliamento. This army 
is placed upon a war footing, and has a powerful artil 
lery, consisting almost entirely of rifled cannon, The 
cavairy, which it is intended shall number 10,000, at 
present does not exceed 6,000 sabres. 

A second army of 150,000 men occupies a line having 
for its principal central points Brixen, Klagenfurt, 
Laybach, Trieste, Fiume, and Cattaro. Thus Austria 
bas an army of about 300,000 men ready for the 
threatened attack, 

The Patrie observes upon the foregoing :— 

Austria will not assume the offensive, but she expects 
to be attacked in the spring, and she knows how terrible 
will be the struggle.

APFAIRS OF NAPLES. 
FROM THE ereCi aL CORRESPONDENT OF THE DAILY NLWS) 

There have returned from Gaeta the 1,010 Garibaldian 
soldiers who have been there as prisoners of war since 
he 19h September and the Ist October. They have 
been treated as the vilest maieiactors, kept in the prisons 
set apart for thieves, allowed only a piece of black bread 
and five grani in money a-day ; but the five grani were 
if no use to them, for there was nothing to buy. The 

y thing which they got to eat with the bread was the 
coarsest sort of beans, such as are given to horses, and 
had always to sleep on the ground. They have re 
turned in perfect rags, most of them without shoes, and 
with their trousers torn, They recount that the greatest ' 
insults to which they have been exposed have been 
received in the villages and towns which they 
traversed on their return—at Sessa, Molo di Gaeta, and 
Gagta, where the common people reviled them as thieves, 
canwitle, and even spat on them in their way through: 
ln Geeta itself the lower classes crowded round them for 
the purpose of loading them with abuse and execrations. 
During the last days spent by them within Gaeta they 
had an opportuni:y of seeing the bombs discharged from 
the P.eimontese camp failing within the walls, Out- 
side Gaeta they saw about 20,000 men, and there are 
from 8,000 to 10,000 within the walls. The soldiers on 
the outeide are allowed a galletta, or cake, and nine 
grania day, but to them, as well as their prisoners, the 
nibe grant are useless, because they have no oppor- 
tunity ofepending them, One of these corps wished 
to surrender to Cialdini, but he refused, saying that

military traditions and to revive the military spirit, 
which is not only an element of strength, but even of 
moral education, because it attempers nations to the 
virtues of discipline and to the performance of duty. 

“ But the establishment of a liberal and civilised Go- 
vernment is not the sole object which the Italians at the 
present day should strive to attain. They must likewise 
endeavour to bind together in an united State the scat- 
tered members of the common Italian family. 

„The life of Italy has been variously divided accord- 
ing to the ead destinies of our history; but the separate 
provinces became, by the natural vigour of the race, so 
many glorious centres of civilisation and of moral 
traditions, The long existence of the ancient States of 
Italy created many special interests, These traditions 
and these interests must be respected in all that does 
not run counter to or weaken Italian unity. 

„Italy, which is conscious of its inability to find peace

in re Margaret Aylward, 

Sir C. OLoghlen, C., moved on behalf of Miss 
Margaret Aviward, a prisoner in Grangegorman Female 
Penitentiary, for a writ of habeas under the follow - 
ing circumstances:—He moved on the affidavit of the 
prisoner, which set forth that on the 6th of November last 
she was sentenced to imprisonment in Richmond Bridewell 
for six calendar months, from the date of her committal, by 
the Court of Queen's Bench, for contempt of that court;
